From the Duke of Marlborough’s Camp at Rouffe- 
laer, June 21. N.S. 


IS Grace the Duke of Marlborough; 
with the Army under his Com- 
mand, march’d from Ariecle the 18th 
Inftant, and encamp’d in this Place, 
our Right bemg extended beyond 

Hoogleede, and our Left beyond Rovflclaer.. The 
Juhabirants of Brabanr, upon our Army’s being at 
this diftance from them, began to fear, leaft the EB: 
nemy, who have lately recciv'd a Reinforcement 
from Germany, fhould attempt to infult them : But 
his Grace, to free them fiom any Apprehentions of 
this kind, fent Brigadier General Cadogan with a 
Body of Horfe towards Oudenarde, and caus’d the 
neceffary Difpofitions to be made for the immediate 
March of the Army that way, upon the firft Intelli- 
gence of the Enemy’s being in motion. Brigadier 
Merecyth, who with a Detachment of our Troops 
ha block’d up Dendermonde, was inform’d by 
Deferters from the Town, that the Burghers 
had preff'd the Governour to furrender ; which 
he refufing ‘o .0, and infifting that they would 


wait at leaft nil fuch time as our Cannon had began 


to fire upbn them, they oblig’d him to give them 
a Promife under his Hand, shat he would then 
carituiate. Our Ariiliery to be employ’d againft 
that Place wil! be ready this Day ; fo that we hope 
by our next Accounts to receive Advice of its being 
furrendred, We hear a Detachment of 1500 of the 
Enemy's Horfe, with each a Foor Soldier behind 


_ him, is march’d from Mons to the Relief of Den- 


ermonde ; but Brigadier Cadogan having Notice 
immediately march’d towards Aloft, in order 
tojjoyn Brigadier Meredyth if there fhould be Oc- 
‘thon. The Army commanded by Monfieur d’Au- 
Vetquerque invefted Oftend Yefterday Morning , 
‘and will befiepe rhar Piace in Form affuon as the 
tillery defign'’d for that Service is come up. The 
emy are doing all they are able to repair their 
te extraordinary Loffis ; and give out, that they 
all rake the Field again about the middle of next 
‘Month. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated June 25. 

From M. d’Auverquerque’s Camp at Mariekerque 
before Oftend, June 20, The 18th M. d’Auverquer- 
que took a View of the Harbour of Newport ; and 
feeing ‘twas impoflible for Troops to rafs over it, to 
inveft the Town on the Side towards Dunkirk, 
without which it could not be befieg’d with Succefs, 
his Excellency held a Cowncil of War, in which it 
Was refolwd firft to lay Siege to Ottend. So the 
roth we decamp’d from Lombaerdzise before New- 
port; and in the Evening came and pofted our 
felves here ar Mariekerque which is within half a 
League Offend ; and a great Detachment pafs'd 
the Cane\ at Plaffendael, ro inveft the Place on that 
Side. We fhall begin with the Attack of Fort Sr. 
Philin, in Order to make our felves Matters of the 
Sas de Fiiques. We fhall open Trenches in few 


Days. We have left 3 Battalions and Horfe, 


to guard fome Pofts that we had poftefs'd our felves 
of on the Canal of Newport. i$, Alretation of 
our Defign upon Newport has been no Lols of Time 
to us, for our Artillery 1s come but to Plaffendael,

From the Camp b<fove Oftend, Fune 21, Yetteday 
we came hither, and took Poft with 500 Men with- 
in 400 Paces of the Town. The Garrifon confifts 
of 4000 Men. We can attack the Place, which is 
fall, but of one fide, and the Befieged have plac’d 
200 Pieces of Canfion againft our Attack. Our 
Tngeniers advife that nothing thould be done till all 
our Preparations ave ready ; 160 Cannon and 20 
Mortars will be employ’d ‘againft the Place. The 
Water is fome Inconvenience ‘us. We fhall make 
fo great a Fire, that the Inhabiants not knowing 
where to fhelter themfelves, wilf\eompell the Go. 
vernour to furrender. The Elector of Bavaria threa- 
tens to make a Diverfion towards Louvain, Bruffels, 
or on the Maefe, ™~ 

Bruges, June 22. The Siege of Oftend cannot be 
catried on very faft, becaufe there is no diggine 2 
Foot deep without finding Water ; for thar reafon 
‘tis neceflary to make Ule of Fafcines. All will 
be ready to Morrow. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated June 26. 

Courtray, June 22. The French having quitted this 
Town and its Dependancies, and demanded 130006 
Gulders Contribution, the Duke of Marlborough’s 
Quarter- Mafter General came the 20th Inftant with 
300 Horfe to Harlebecke, where he was met by the 
Magiftrates of this Place, to whom he faid, that he 
took Poffeffion of their Town in the Name of King 
Charles III.

Ghent, June 23. The Army of the Allies is en- 
camp’d about Ronffelaer, and is extended to the 
Mills of Bakelaer. Yefterday a great Number of 
heavy Cannon and Ammunition arriv’d in their 
Camp, and fome think the Duke of Marlborough 
defigns to form fome great Siege in a fhort Time. 
Notwithftanding the French put Succours of Men 
and Money into Dendermonde the 21ft Inftant, Bat- 
teries of 30 Cannon and 14 Mortars will play upon 
that Place to Day or to Morrow. Yefterday Morn- 


~ jng all the Sick French Soldiers, their Wives and 


Children, that were left in our Caftle, were on a 
fudden remov’d, to make Room for 1200 Men of 
the Allies that are ro come into Garrifon here. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated June 25. | 
Bruffels, June 23. The Troops of Hanover and 
Pruffta in Number abour 18000 Men, which are at 
prefent encamp’d between this Place and Louvain 5 
are this Day to continue their March to the grand 
Army of the Allies in Flanders, having receiv’d an 
Order to that purpofe from the Duke of Marlborough.

We have receiv'd an Account from 
B.igadier M-redith, who commands the Troops 
tha: block’d up Vendermonde, that he being adver- 
tis'd of the Aoproach of a Detecament of the Ene- 
my of about gooo ami 2000 fent trom 
Mons co fuccowe Dendermonde, and judging it peft 
not to expofe his Troops co fo great a fuperioricy, 
reird from Lebbecke to Bacftrow. He left 50 
Men ina Redoubt, to cover his Retreat ; of which 
only 5 were kill’d, and 7 with the Captain that 
commanded them raken Prifoners, the. reft retiring 
tolim. The Enemy put 400 Foot and 100 Dra- 
goons into the Place, and upon the Appreach of 
Brigadier Cadogan with 6 Squadrons, retir’d with 
Precipitation towards Mons, having loft about 700 
Men by Defeccion. in this Expedition. The bom- 
barding of Dendermonde will be begun however in 
a Day cr two, the Prepartions for it being conunued: 
And Orders are fent to Brigadier Cadogan to rein- 
force Briga‘ier Mercdith with a Detachment of 
Horfe and F-o-;'and 2500 Grenadiers were de- 
rach'd Yefterday from our Army to Audenarde,to op- 
pofe any Arémpt the Enemy may nrake to hinder 
our Operations i this part of the Counrry.
